On well drained toils, 
water-furrow

planting is to be preferred. 
Whether this py*t« mor the ridge method 
is to preferred, however, i* b^st deter­ 
m in e d -as in the preparation of the soil 
— bv the man on the ground. Tb*y may 
be plat ted any tim eafler the danger of 
fro.-t i* passed, up to about J my IO, 
or later in the Southern part of the 
State. 
Twenty eight inches in the 
row and from 9 to 12 inches in the 
drill are about the right distance* for 
planting, but this may be varied to 
best facilitate cultivation with the im­ 
plements available. 
There are peanut planter* that will 
drop either the shelled peas or the 
whole pods. 
It takes about I peck of 
shelled peanuts, or I 14 bushels of 
whole pods to f Isnt an acre. 
Where 
the whole pods are 
planted, 
they 
should be soaked in w ater a few hours 
—not long enough for them to spoil— 
and planted down in the moist soil be­ 
fore bt ir g pet milled to dry. 
lf there 
is a liability of rodent* destroying the 
seed*, they can be protected by dis­ 
solving a five cent bar of laundry soap 
in boiling water and stirring thorough­ 
ly into this a half pint of coal oil and 
then mixing this hot preparation with 
a sufficient quantity of cool water to 
soak two bushels of peanuts in the 
hulls. 
This preparation should not be 
used on shelled peanuts, and it is bet­ 
ter to poison the rodents before plant­ 
ing rather than seek to repel them in 
this way. 
The nuts should be planted 
in moist giound. but they need be 
covered to a depth varying from only 
3 4 of an inch in heavy soil to 2 inches 
in light, sandy soil. 
lf the soil fdtows a tendency to bake 
or is becoming foul with weeds or 
grass, a drag harrow can be run ail 
over the crop while it is young or just 
coming up, being careful, of course, 
to aet the teeth of the harrow so as^ 
not to tear (he plants out of the 
ground; or where soil is loose and 
loamy and when grass 
and weeds 
grow rapidly, the first and even the 
second plowing may be dnw by run 
ning a sweep shallow and close enough 
to com plete^ cover up all the grass, 
weed* and even the peanuts. 
This 
operation, if done in time, will clean 
the rows by smothering the gras* and 
weed*, but the peanuts 
will come 
through to a perfect stand within 24 
to 48 hour*, provided of course, they 
are hot covered too deep, in which 
case, they may never come through. 
Frequent shallow 
cultivation 
with 
ordinary implements to 
keep down 
weeds and maintain a soil mulch, is ail 
the cultivation 
needed. 
Even this 
should cease when the plants begin to 
peg. and by the last plowing, a gently 
sloping ridge or bed should be formed 
around the plants.

Tile business of breeding pearly 
mussel* artificially has been carried 
mi far by the United State* fisheries 
bureau that a money profit is **onfl- 
dently promised. 
To produce in this wray 1,000 baby 
mussel* cost* about 20 cents. 
When 
they are full grown 
of them 
will weigh a ton. 
Thus the cost of j 
producing a ton ol pearly mussels of 
market size (lf all survived) would 
he. as exactly reckoned, $2.08. Assum­ 
ing a loss of 50 per cent. the cost 
would be 5.30. 
Pearly mussels occasionally yield 
valuable pearls, but commercially it Is 
the shells, utilizable for mother-of- 
pearl, that are Importantly to be con­ 
sidered. 
The fisheries bureau has devoted Its 
attention wholly to the propagation of 
superior 
varieties 
of 
mussels, 
tt\^ 
shells of which have at present time 
a market value of $35 a ton.
